JOHN, GRANT IN 
PRISON, 


DEATH ‘OE 


“Many ‘of the Colony’s résidents no 
doubt recall John Gordan Grant, who, a 
few yeurs' previous. to the War, beoamé 
a notorious character in Hongkong. -He 
has just died Xt Parkhurst Prison, whilst 
‘undergoing a, sentence of Sve years’ penal 
servitude passed on him at the Lancaster 
Assizes, Manchester, on Noveinber 20th, 
1922. Forgery .was his last crime. 
Grant ‘came to Hongkong from 
Straits and Siam, where, it is believed, 
he got igto trouble. Here he posed ‘as | 
a civi) engineer, and obtained a tempor- 
ary position in the Public Works Depurt- 
On three occasions be appeared 
atvthe local courts, and twice was acquit- 
téd. The third time proved, fer him, 
unlucky, . Charged with -having’ stolen, 
forged and uttered o cheque, he received 
imprisonment. This term 
he'never completed, being pardoned. He 
then went to Asierica, and, was enguged 
in his fraudulent and criminal activities. 
When the War broke out be was serving | ~ 
a term in Sing Sing, but was released on 
condition that he joined the military 
forces, This he di d, and for some time 
served as a Captain in o Chinese ‘Labour 
Corps. Upon. demobilisation he again 
struck the crooked trail, and ‘after “‘ doing 
time in Scotland, was convicted of. for- 
gery and sentenced to the term of im- 


prisoument he was, unable to éomplete. 

Grant was born in Banffshire, and came 
of respectable farmer stock.’ In. common 
with his-class, he’ received an excellent 
education, and bad, us many may recall, 
a pleasing manner.
